Peron’s Fall Ends 


One More Tyranny 


Peron has quit in Argentina. 

That another dictator and tyrant, cor- 
rupt and destructive of human dignity 
and liberty, should be forced out of office 
by his own people is good, reassuring 
news. 

No foreign interference played a part. 
The army, navy and air force, bored with 
the pretensions and hypocrisy of Peron, 
swept him out of office. So, he follows 
Mussolini, Hitler and others whose meth- 
ods and techniques he adopted. 

Peron remained too long 

Promises feed the people well for a 
time. The technique of the big lie some- 
times is effective for years. 

But. as the Chinese peoples are learn- 
ing that Mao Tse-tung’s promises are not 
kept and as the Russian peoples discov- 
ered Stalin’s promises were false and thus 
forced a more moderaté regime, so did 
the Argentine people learn. 

Other dictators and tyrants remain. 
But they too are on the way out, how- 
ever secure their position may seem to 
be. Peron never seemed more powerful 
than a year ago. 

Juan D. Peron, whose beautiful mis- 
tress was a fairly notorious but amazing- 
ly astute, political-minded young woman 
called Evita, led an army revolt in 1946 
and emerged as the strong man. Late that 
year he won a rigged election. 

Liberties soon began to disappear 

Among the first to go was the free- 
dom of newspapers to print the news. 

It is good for newspapers, the clergy, 
the professions in general and especially 
government, to be subject to criticism. 
But let it be noted well that the first act 
of a tyrant, or one plotting tyranny, 1s 
to discredit and, when possible, take 
over the. newspapers. They cannot en- 
dure criticism. Peron did this. The news- 
papers were allowed to print only what 
he permitted and ordered published. 

Peron barred magazines and news- 
papers from the outside. All the people 
heard on radio and read in their publi- 
cations was the glory of Peron and Evita. 
He ruled with “bread and circuses,” giv- 
ing ‘food and subsidizing wages to win 
and hold power. He deliberately pro- 
moted class against class. His “shirtless 
ones,” the masses of poor workers, be- 
came mobs for him to command. He and 
Evita made a great play to them. 

It tank them years to find their wages 
were higher but prices even more so. But 
Peron hypontized them for years. 

Having distorted the constitution to fit 
his wishes, Peron proceeded like Hitler 
to make a great display of “legality’’ and 
constitutionalism. Like al] tyrants, he 
cloaked his wolf in the sheepskin of 
“patriotism.” 

At last he comes to the end of the 
road. The countrys economy is worse 
than when he came. Its people are at a 
lower ebb of moral and physical stamina. 
The country is divided by civil war. 

There will be chaos, tyranny and lack 
of unity for some time to come in Argen- 
tina. Peron may in time attempt a 
counter action. Certainly he and his kind 
will seek to foment chaos. 

Meanwhile he and his fellow tyrants 
will flee to live on.the millions of dollars 
taken from the people and banked outside 
the nation. 

Peron’s dismissal is long overdue. A 
wicked, ruthless man of great hypocrisy 
and no morality, it is good to see him 
toppled by his own people.

It would mean, too, a more 
effective screening of the students in the 
tax-supported institutions, some of whom 
Sue ply are“ aeauneaumg “at “Staté and 
parental expense. 

Quality in education is hard to attain 
in a tax-supported institution of higher 
Jearning, It-can be ne better than the high 
schools whose, graduates it must instruct, 
or ultimately of the grade schools that 
taught its students to read and write.

Interests Will Ever Conflict 
If Lawmakers Are Elected 


This idea of having members of Congress apply the conflict of 
interest principle to themselves is unquestionably intriguing. There 
is some justice in the thought that these gentlemen, some of whom 
have so sternly required prospective administration officials to divest 
themselves of private business interests, should taste th same sauce. 


However, we doubt that the idea 
—it was proposed by Clarence 
Randall of Inland Steel a few days 
ago—will go far. The reason is 
simplicity itself. It could not. pos- 
sibly work. And that fact sheds 
some light on the whole problem 
of the conflict between private and 
public interest among government 
officials, whether legislative, judi- 
cial or executive. 

Mr. Randall mentions with dis- 
approval the case of an unnamed 
legislator who, because he is a 
principal supplier of materials to 
the Army, votes on “issues that 
affect his own pocketbook.” But 
so do all the gentlemen vote, to 
greater or lesser degree. Certainly 
all vote on issués affecting their 
own pocketbooks when they vote 
on a tax bill and for some the fi- 
nancial involvement in certain 
kinds of tax legislation may be 
very direct indeed. Then too, what 
of the farmer-member who votes 
on rigid high price supports? The 


-mining-interest member, who. votes. 


on federal stockpiling? The ship- 
ping-interest member who votes on 
subsidies? 


Well, what? First of all, many a 


man.is..in. Congress. today..precisely...... 


because his private interests are 
identical with those of many of 
his constituents. And if he tries to 
push his private-plus-regional in- 


terest too far, he may run into.a 
much bigger conflict of interest—a 
conflict with the interests of his 
more than five hundred colleagues. 


So the situation is hardly as serious 
as it might at first seem. 

The basic difficulty is that our 
whole form of government depends 
on the service of private citizens 
temporarily yanked out of their 
private lives. As long as we want 
our lawmakers to be elected, there 
will be conflicts of interest. ; 

The case of appointive officials 
in the Executive branc h is not 
greatly different. Unless we want 
to deprive the, government of the 
service of talented private citi- 
zens, those private citizens are -go- 
ing to be on temporary duty, as 
the turnover of the last’ twenty 
years or so amply attests. They, 
too, cannot wholly divorce them- 
selves from their private interests, 
no matter how much stock they get 
rid of. 

What the honest public servant, 
elected or appointed, does is try 
to subordinate his private to the 
public interest. And his ethical 
standards will be buttressed by the 
unremitting glare of publicity and

In the midst of our years we 
hear the far echoes of something 
fuller, more abundant, more eh- 
during. God has put eternal echo 
ings in our hearts, and we know 
that we are children not only of 
time but of eternity. As much as 
we may enjoy our world of time 
and space, our brief span of years 
passes too quickly and the heart 
asks for a measurement of life 
which is vaster and more complete 
than that suggested in a dictionary 
definition.

Only when Ezzrard Charles 
stayed with him for 15 rounds last June has Marciano actually 
been pushed in his days as a fighting pro. Jersey Joe Walcott 
was ahead on points when Rocky clubbed him out in the 13th 
round in Philadelphia. But Marciano really has never had to 
stand in his corner, sweat stinging his eyes, pounding his 
gloves, waiting with fear the decision of the judges. 


Now comes Archibald Moore, another old man like Walcott. 
This, some say, will be the toughest fight of Marciano’s career. 
Old Abe Attell, the famous little champ who had “‘connections’’ 
with the Black Sox scandal, says it ought to be an easy one. 


Even the fighters who’ve been in the ring with Marciano are 
confused. Just as undecided are the fighters who've been in the 
ring with both of them. One day it looks like Marciano and the 
next day it looks like Moore.

“You've been accustomed to fighting big guys—Walcott, 
Charles, Cockell. Their weight helps them take a punch, 
makes them tough to move around.”’ 

This appears to be the soundest reason for a Marciano victory. 
Marciano is accustomed to fighting bigger men, and the bulk of 
the oppenents have made them harder to deck, It’s. the Bobo Olson- 
Moore fight theory in reverse. Olson found that against a heavier 
opponent he was a paper bag trying to punch its way through a 
brick wall. 

It is entirely possible that Moore can take the champ. Marci- 
ano will be facing a guy who can take a punch, one who can deliver 
a punch and one who can box. This is a new combination for him. 


—It Was a Campaign Without Hokum 


For years Moore has scrambled for a chance at the rich gate. 
With the help of Toledo money he actually promoted the campaign 
to force himself on Marciano as a challenger. If it seemed a lot 
of hokum: it wasn’t. Moore was the one who made the pitch and 
stayed with it until he got his man, 

He has the incentive, a boy out of a Missouri reformatory with

and settles only where he finds a friend. He is cold and unsympa- 
thetic to strangers, doesn’t offer Marciano’s kind of common touch 
warmth as a champion. 

He is merely a guy who has talked himself into the fight 
and spent a considerable amount of time and words trying to 
talk Marciano out of it. I believe that Marciano is too much a 
man and a fighter to knuckle down, has too: much incentive 
himself to lose this fight. Marciano’s one misfortune as a public 
figure is that he should be attached to such an unpopular crea- 
ture as Al Weill. 

Both Moore and Marciano are sensitive about the campaigns 
that have mushroomed into and around this fight. When they met 
for the signing of the contracts the air was tense for a spell. Mar- 
giano and Moore stared one another coldly in the eye for what 
seemed an interminable time. It was rsrwtel who finally gave in.

Miami Athletic Director Jack Harding made 
a pitch for a return match with Georgia Tech 
Monday afternoon, pointing out that the Hurri- 
canes deserved another shot at the Jackets 
after being beaten “by two unearned runs.” 

Harding, speaking to the Atlanta Touchdown 
Club, said that Miami ‘“‘had been trying to get 
Georgia Tech down for a game for years. And 
we hope we can be persistant enough to talk 
them into it some time,” 

Harding said the campaign for a Miami-Tech 
series had started way back with the late W. A 
Alexander, former Tech coach and athletic di- 
rector. 

However, he added that the Hurricanes were 
not discouraged over their failure to bring Tech 
-down to the Orange; Bowl thus far. “I had to 
pester Notre Dame for years to get them down. 
Finally, they agreed to play us in Miami this 
year because they were sick of us asking 
them,’’ he’ grinned. 

He said that Miami football, after years of 
erratic performance, had finally leveled out 
and that the Hurricanes were ready to meet 
top competition regularly. ‘‘We are thankful to 
the University of Georgia,’’ he said, ‘‘For be- 
ing one of the first of the Southeastern Confer- 
ence schools to recognize us. It has helped us 
a great deal.’’ 

Georgia has played Miami eight times start- 
ing in 1937 and will visit the Hurricanes again
